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DETAILED ACTION 
Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/12/04 and 4/25/05 have been considered. The 
examiner does not agree with applicant arguments, however because of the examiner's time 
constraint, the examiner has decided to vacate the requirement mailed on 10/7/04 and adopt 
applicant's proposed restriction requirement which was presented in the letter filed on 1 1/12/04.
